RUSSIA'S SECRET. ALLY.

The English Government was hup 
posed to have rapid and accurate in- 
formation of Russia's progress towards 
ttio Afghan frontier until tin- recent 
midden irruption of troops of tho Musi 
covites upon Herat opened its even to 
the folly of its complaisant coi.tidciicn 
in its Central Asia spies. 

How is it that the Russians have 
beem enabled lo adv nice thoir liylit out- 
jiosts without the British Government 
heing tip'iriswl in time lo stop their 
movements? They must have had ti rai 
noil d'etre for their ad vance upon the 
Western capital of Afghanistan. What, 
was ill Was it because Persia conniv- 
ed at the movement? Was it because 
liussia overcame by force Persia's oh 
jections to allowing JSurupeHii power 
to wedge itself between her Kusturn 
frontiers on one side and Hurruund her 
with hungry honleH of enemies on 
every other? There in a hitherto unex 
iilaihed mvbtery, One theory upon - (he 
aubject has not even been broached by 
any English journal, although it is so 
important that it deserves consilient 
tioa in the present extremely critical 
position of afl'airn between England 
and llussia. 

Where is Ayoub Kali n? Where has 
ho been lurking for the lust two yearn! 
Hoes England know! When in I860 1 
the Sirdar— "Sirdar" is really u chief- 
tain of horsemen — Malionmied Ya- 
koob Khan defeated the troops of Af- 
znl Khan, seized Kandahar, and pro 
claimed Shore AH his father, by virtue 
of his victory the Ameer of Afghanis- 
an, ovorvhody whs led to believe that 
upon tho death of Shere Ali, Yakoob 
Khan would aucceeil him upon the 
the throne of Oabul, Shore Ali took 
unto himself n new wife, who bore him 
h son which was named Abdoola Jan. 
Tli ib hoy became so great a favorite 
with his father that Yacoob, the first 
son, and Ayoub, the second, wero en- 
tirely ignored. So far did the old man's 
fatuous fancy go that he issued 
throughout Afghanistan a proeliination 
to the effect that in the event of his 
death, Abdoola Jan should he the suc- 
cessor to tho throne ofUabul. This 
naturally displeased both Ayoub and 
Yacoob, and the latter went into open 
rebellion against his father. The Gov- 
ernmi'nt of India, w ]i ich always tie- 
ljeves its interests to be chiefly concen 
trated in the politics of Afghanistan, 
naw trouble in the situation, and pro 
touted at Shero A-H's discrimination 
againHt tiio succession of Vacoob, the 
oldest horn, and a man who has prov- 
ed liimself a very able and gallant so', 
dier. The Amfipr, however, was obdu- 
rate. He refused to see serious conse- 
quences ahead which lie was tumble to 
overcome, and Abdoola remained the 
nominee to the Afghan throne. Yakoob 
tied to Herat, where he remained in 
open revolt, against his father. Kvents 
moved rapidly in Afghanis! tin. A b 
doola's nomination took place in l*7.">. 
In the following year Yacoob wua en 
ticed to Cabul by his father with pro 
iniHcs of entirely satisfactory terms of 
reconciliation, and was, with charac- 
teristic Afghan treachery, thrown into 
prison- whence ho was only released, in 
IS78 upon the death of Abdoola and 
the urgent remonstrances of the Gov- 
ernment of India. In the following 
year Shero All's reception of a Russian 
ICujbsBsy aud his refusal to receive. Sir 
Neville ; Chamberlain 'a mission from 
England led lo a declaration of war be- 
tween Afghanistan and the Govern- 
ment of India. After a coinparati vely 
short campaign the British victories 
compelled Shero Ali to fly to Balkh, 
where lie died, and Yakoob was, so to 
Bpeuk, elevated from a prison to n

Lhroiie, a not uncouimoiL episode in 
Eastern personal careers. -.At the same 
time rlyouu was made Governor of tho 
tlistrict of Kandahar. 
g|The massacre of Sir Lewis Cavagnari 
and his companions again altered the 
career of Yakoob Khan. He was de- 
posed and curried into India as a politi- 
cal prisoner of the British Government 
and it is remarkable in the present 
crisis that in 1879, in the Bala Llissar, 
or Citadel of Cabul, the British Govern- 
ment claimed to have discovered llus 
sian documents, tho contents, of which 
it refused to make public. In all likeli- 
hood these papers indicated a system 
of Hussian intrigue in Cabul, and it is 
difficult to conjecture why England 
did not act upon them before she woke 
up to the fact that Russia was already 
within a few miles of Herat. Ayoub 
Khan was by no moans idle during the 
war which led to the exile of his elder 
brother and to the nomination of 
Abdurrahman Khan to the Anieership. 
Issuing from Herat with a large army, 
he reached Maiwand, close to the Kiver 
Helmund, July 27. 1880, and almost 
annihilated a British force of .'1,000 
men nailer Ger. Burrows. Following 
up this victory, he invested Kandahar 
with such vigor that it was all Gen. 
Roberta could do by forced inarches to 
relieve tho city of bis army Cabul. 
Ayoub leisurely retired to Herat, where 
the .'10th July* 1801, he defeated a 
large force which hail been sent against 
him by Abdurrahman. lie was, bow- 
ever, eventually compelled to Hee from 
Herat, and he managed to get into 
Persia with considerable treasure and a 
number of followers. Since bis llight 
from Herat bis uiovoments have been 
mysterious. 

There is now some reason to believe

"JOHN CHANT, SECKETAJiY" Of 
THE LEATHERS ,0 THORPE 

hi . — 

The nlhur jsyenigg there appoared in 
the Coalarbor T.mes— a pupor which by 
gome blunder of its projectors hits a lo- 
cation on Government street instead of on 
tho shore of FuIm creek— an article con- 
necting tho name of tho editor of this 
journal with tho Leathers Thorpu swindle. 
That tho public may bo fully informed as 
to the nature of that charge a brief nar- 
ration becomes necessary. Early in the 
fall, of 187<> two strangers, who gave the 
names of 3L. L.. Leathers and Col Thorpe-, 
visited California. Tliuy bore with them 
what purported to be a valuable patent 
fur making artificial stone. They made 
tho stone in Oakland, San Franiisco and 
Sacramento, and received in each place 
flattering certificates from public, scien- 
tific and practical men as to tho value of 
tho invention. From California thoy en- 
tered Oregon, where in every town of 
importance they made tho Btone and 
sold tho patent. The press and public 
men everywhere endorsed tho invention 
as lieiiif; of great value. At Seattle they 
inut with a similar reception— the papers 
ami public men unanimously agreeing thai 
the stone could bo produced and shaped 
at a tithe of tho cost of tho natural ar- 
ticle. When they reached Victoria they 
j>avn a practical teat, and among other 
things laid the walk in front of Kurtz & 
Co. s factory which, by the way, has lasted 
till tho present day without presenting the 
first evidence nl decay. In the course of 
a alo ii-t. time a mooting of leading citizens 
wan called, of which Mr. John Chant, 
present member for Oassiar and chief 
owner of tho Times, was appointed secre- 
tary. Intlie presence of these citizens 
(a.s will be seen by reference to the cer- 
tificate signed by "John Grant, 
secretary," satisfactory tests were made. 
Subsequently tho invention was Bold to a 
local company, who gave money and notes 
to Leathers ov Thorpe, which notes the 
latter suddenly disposed of and left the 
country. During their stay they em- 
ployed the columns of the newspapers to 
a considerable extent; and as the inven- 
tion was endorsed by leading tradesmen 
of California, Oregon and Washington 
Territory, the mayors of cities and other 
prominent men, not the slightest suspicion 
was entertained by any one, so far 
wo know, that the invention waa other 
than it was represented. The characters 
ol most 'of the men whoso names are at- 
tached to the certificate which appears in 
another column, would seem to bo a nufli- 
cient endorsement of tho test. Two 
cabinet ministers, Mr. A. 11. (afterwards 
Judge) Robertson, Mr. A. S. Farwell, 
surveyor general, Dr. Powell, Indian 
commissioner, are included in tho list of 
those present. When the parties wont 
.-.way no one was more surprised than 
their banister, Mr. Robertson, and the 
proprietor of this paper. Neither Mr. 
Robertson, The Colonist proprietor nor 
"John Grant, secretary," joined the 
company - the first named gentleman be- 
cause he deemed that tho holding of stock 
would be incompatible with his position 
as legal adviser of tho company, the 
second because hu was not pecuniarily 
able and (lie latter for reasons best known 
to himself. All we know is that when 
the firm absconded they owed us a con- 
siderable sum for printing, which has not 
since been paid Before consenting to 
endorse the invention tho editor was 
shown certificates from leading mon in 
California, Oregon and Washington Ter- 
ritory testifying to its valuo. These oer 
tificates may or may not have been genuine ; 
but they were in tho possession of many 
and a printed copy of them, which has 
been preserved, was seen by us yesterday 
and can ho produced at any time and 
place to establish the buna fide character 
of the transaction so far as we were con- 
cerned, livery possible precaution was 
taken to guard against endorsing a worth- 
loss invention and we have no reason to 
suppose that "John Grant, socretary" to 
Leathers and Thorpe, was any moro aware 
of tho fraudulent character of tho men 
than we were; hut tho public, who will 
read the certificate which appears else- 
where in this issue, will agroo with us 
that if "artificial stones" are to be thrown 
by any one, a person who took so promi- 
nent a part in the affair as "JOHN Grant, 
secretary," should be tho last to indulgo 
in the amusement, lest he smash his own 
glass house beyond the hope of repair. 

AN INFAMOUS HOUSE. 

Certain fads which came out at 
the recent sitting of tho licensing court 
coucerniiiL' the manner in which the Park 
"Hotel' is conducted would appear to 
justify its denunciation as one of the most 
morally corrupt places of resort on the 
coast. Situated on tho very edge of tho 
beautiful Beacon Hill I'ark— overlooking, 
in fact, the pleasant walks and drives 
which daily attract crowds of visitors — it 
is well calculated to deceive the innocont 
ami unwary. On stated occasions su- 
, called balls— which, however, are nothing 
better than drunken orgies, where the 
most depraved scenes aro enacted — are 
held at this "hotel." Sometimes tho 
orgies are carried on far into tho morning. 
On a recent occasion the dawn of the 
Sabbath witnessed tho mad revelry still in 
progress. Many of tho habitues on these 
occasions aro very young mon who hold 
responsible positions in town. Others 
aro young girls, scarcely in their teens, 
but who are utterly depraved and lost. 
When the "balls" break up tho roads 
leading from the park are lined with half- 
drunken men and girls wending their way 
towards town. Respectable citizens who 
live in the vicinity tiro scandalizod by the 
shouts and profanity of the revelers; and 
although these facts are notoriously 
known to the police no effort, so far as is 
known, has been made to suppress them 
or close tho "hotel." There is said to bo 
sufficient evidence in the hands of reput- 
able citizens on which to found a chargo 
of keeping a disorderly houso against the 
proprietress with a reasonable prospect of 
obtaining a conviction. Tho mayor re- 
cently referred to this and similar houses 
in scathing terms and a drastic stop is cer- 
tainly necessary to put an end forever to 
the disgracefully immoral scones. 

UEHAT. 

Herat, the city in Afghanistan that tho 
Russians would like to possess in opposi- 
tion to the wishes and interests of 
England, has extraordinary advantages as 
a stroneliold. The great high roads from 
Kabul, Teheran, Balk. Bokhara, Khiva, 
Meshed, Seialtill and Kandahar, all meet 
in it. It has a splendid climate and lies 



in a fertile vMley What is of moat im- 
portance is that it is surrounded by the 
greatest earthworks ever seen, tne origin 
of which, liko th'i origin of the place it- 
self, is lost in ronioto antiquity. The 
town, which is a small square, is sur- 
rounded by an earthen parapet, if on-* 
may call it so, which measures 5?f>0 Rot at 
its base, and is .".0 or lii) feet high and 
surrounded by ;» wall 9 . et thick at the 
base and 13 feet high. Ln ndditp'ii to this 
thorn is a wet ditch 45 feet wide and l. r > 
f.-et deep. In fact, if the Russians got 
into it, it would be almost inipn»sibl« to 
i;et them out. The Persians tried to cap- 
ture it iu 1838 under u Russian leader, 
Borowski, but were beate i off by tho Vf- 
ghaus under Kldred Pottingor. In 1850, 
the Persians occupied it, also under Rus 
aian inspiration, but were compelled to 
evacuate it the following year, under 
pressure of British invasion of I'e/sia it 
self, in which the Persian army was ruined 
iu a single engagement. Abdurrahman 
Khan, who is on very friendly 'erins with 
tho English, will probably now be subsi 
dized for garrisoning it with a heavy force 
and bo supplied with unproved yens, or 
he will tie paid for letting the British 
occupy it. Otherwise there will bo uo 
sleep for tho unfortunate British taxpayer, 
for whom the morning news from every 
quarter of the globe is now so full of 
terrors. 

BEHOLD THE HKAVUNS. 

The admirers of the starry heavens will 
bo very much interested in watching in 
our eastern skies the giant planet Jupiter 
in his approaches to the beautiful star 
Regulus. These will bo in proximity 
through the month, but will bo in con 
junction on the 14-th, passing 51' north. 
By watching the star fixed in it^ position, 
tho wanderings of tho planet will he 
plainly perceptible. Jupiter will be oast 
of tho star till the [4th, and then on the 
west. The planet, is in Lo 1 Mnj t; Reg 
ulna is a star of the first magnitude, often 
called the Cor Leonis from its position in 
tho constellation near the boart .f the 
Lion. The position of Saturn in Taurus 

is very beautiful, sun ndeil as hu is by 

a' galaxy of the most beautiful stars that 
adorn the heavens. In Ibis part of the 
heavens, which so beautify our winter 
nights, there are no loss than six stars of 
tho first, magnitude, and many of tin- 
second, besides the Pleiades and the 
planet Saturn in tho midst This part of 
tho heavens is getting every night un-rc 
to the west, and will soon In- out of sight 

till next December. Venus will s be 

hidden in the sun's rays, as Mars and 
Mercury are at present.

EGYPT. 

London, March 20. — Gen. Graham

camp at 0:10 this morning, leaving tho 
Shropshire regiment to guard it. On 
reaching tho first bill at H :'M a. m. wo 
found tho enemy had retired and occu- 
pied another hill a mile and a quarter 
distant. After a short halt, the Berkshire 
regiment and marines were ordered to 
clear the bill, tho Indian contingent and 
guards supporting. This was done very 
effectually. Tho enemy, being driven off 
the ridgo and streaming south towards 
Tamai, woro charged hy squads of Indian 
lancers, who were iu the bush. The 
cavalry then retired towards the guards. 
Many of the enemy passed the guards at 
tho foot of the hill and made for tho hill 



weal of Huscheen. They were shelled by 
the Royal horse artillery, while other 
parties moving round on our right were 
engaged in the bush hy fifty lancers. 
Meanwhile a zareba, with four entrenched 
[insts on the hill commanding it, is being 
formed. The advanced troops have all 
returned to this position and will return 
to our camp, leaving the East Surrey 
regiment, with two Krupp and four Gard- 
ner guns and water tanks and signal an 
pliancos, at the entrenched position. Our 
killed are two officers and two men of thu 
British and five sepoys. Tho wound,-. 1 
aro two officers and twenty six men of the 
British and one ofticor and ten men of the 
Indian contingent. The infantry behaved 
with great steadiness. The number of 
rehols is estimated at 4,000. The rebel 
loss is not known, but, the heavy engage- 
ment lasted five hours, and thu Arabs 
carried off all their dead and wounded 
Natives report that numbers of Osinan Oig- 
in.i's men are deserting, h iving become 
disheartened. To-day's lighting was no- 
ticeably of a different character from that 
of any preceding engagement. The Arabs 
maintained a steady idle lire, retiring 
slowly from each position held by them 
and avoiding close quarters. 

London, March 20. -Another account 
of to-day's hat t lo says : "Suakiin, March 
20.— Thu battle between tho British 
troops and Osnian Digina lasted li\ e hours 
Tlic marines were first sent to the front 
to drive the Arabs from the hills west of 
Hasshen. As soon ;is possible they were 
reinforced jiy batteries of Gardner and 
Krupp guns and by cavalry. There was 
a hot engagement for a fciv hours, during 
which the British cavalry charged repeat- 
edly upon the Arabs, while the machine 
guns were Winked with deadly effect 
whenever their fire could be made avail 
able.

The Koiv in tlieAustrimi Parlia- 
ment over tlio Reporters. 



The war that broke nut recently, in 
this city, between tlio press and Parlia- 
ment tt-Tuiinati-il in a signal victory for 
tlio knights of the quill. Never was 
there evinced, in any body or among 
any profosoion, a stronger feeling of 
esprit do corps. The quarrel originat- 
ed with U err Yon SchoiMierur, the tur- 
bulent aiiti-Seinitic deputy. The house 
was in full session when Yon iiclioeiier- 
or rose and culled attention to the fact 
that reporters, with disagreeable look- 
ing faces, were in the lobby or corridors 
of the liou.se, and moved that they ba 
compelled to withdraw. Tlio presence 
of the reporters in the lobbies was cer- 
tainly nothing; new, tin the lobbies 
communicate; by a special stairway 
with the reporters' gallery in order to 
facilitate intercourse between the latter 
and the deputies. Tins lias been the 
case since Austria has had a parlia- 
ment. There oxists even a rule of the 
House concerning this custom, which 
authorizes the reporters to enter into 
lobbies to talk with the deputies. 

Ilerr Smolka, President of the 
Chamber, could therefore have fore- 
stalled the entire difficulty by suggest- 
ing to t he lire eating Deputy Lo study 
the rules of the House a little more 
carefully. Instead of lining this, us he 
should hnvi! done, he sustained the 
motion of Ilerr ■Sclioonercr, ami the 
reporters were forbidden to appear 
I hereafter iu any part of the House re- 
served for tho nieiii hers. 

To this uncalled for ukase the entire 
press replied with a cry of contempt 
and indignation. A meeting wus call- 
ed which the repri'sei natives of all the 
newspapers attended, without distinc- 
tion of iijiinioiis or politics ; iukI iL wus 
then and there decided, with imposing 
solemnity, thill until such lime as the 
House would make the amende honor- 
ble the press would not, consider I. hut 
body as having any e.vteiice. And mark 
that this decision was taken by men 

llllll papers that were iiccU.stoni.nl to 

wage against one anoLlieo a relentless 
war. Hut on this occasion alldiscord and 
ill feeliiioilisiippourdusby cnohautment. 
The profession had been grossly insult- 
ed, and the insult, should be vigorously 
resettled, Ail were nt one mind on that 
point. Liberals and Gonservatives, Pro- 
gressists ami Reactionaries, journals of 
the Iviglil und journals of the Lefl, 
Germans and Czeclcs, Italians and 
Poles, Hungarians, Groats and Slavs, 
as well as the Foreign press, all united 
in llio one thought of legitimate repris- 
al. For four days not a word appeared 
in any Vienna journal in relation to 
parliamentary proceedings'.

MOUNT WASHINGTON. 

HOW THE SIGNAL SERVICE MEN PASS 
AWAY THE TIME. 



Carrying the Mall* Under Plfllculty — 
llenuty of tlio Front-Work —Intense 
Cold and Tremendous Wind— Mia- 
linp.H of Private Cahlll.

Tho station on Mount Washington is 
commanded by Scrgti Heals, iio has ns 
assistant observer private Cahlll. Ho 
Bides these,- there is a cook. These threo 
men live there alone nine months of tlio 
year. In the autumn they luy in a stuck 
of provisions which lasts until tho follow- 
ing July. In fnet, their life is similar to 
that led by keepers of oil- shore light- 
houses, only the cold is much greater at 
Mount Washington, ami the wind blows 
there with greater velocity than at any 
light-house. The work of theso men, 
though constant, is not as a rule, severe. 
They have, however, certain duties which 
aro both dangerous and unpleas- 
ant, such ns replacing tho anemometers, 
carrying the mails to the base, and read- 
ing tho rain gauge in cold and windy 
weather. The anemometer is on tho top 
of the peaked roof, and whon the torn- 
peruturo is low and tho weather foggy, 
the frostwork forms so rapidly that tho 
cups have to bo taken down every two 
hours. To do this is sometimes almost 
an Impossibility. To stand with tho wind 
above seventy miles an hour is difficult, 
and. when the velocity is over 100, to 
hold on to the roof and change tho cup, 
is an operation that requires both strongth 
and courage. 

Tho men sometimes have hard work 
to carry tho mails, for, with a strong 
wind, they often have to crawl on their 
bauds and knees over tho lee-covered 
trestle-work. There aro two supply 
depots between tho summit and the baso 
of the mountain, and in these the mail- 
carriers can find shelter and food when 
overtaken by a storm. On several occa- 
sions th-V bavo been obliged to pass ono 
or two nights under these rude coverings 
until relief was sent. At the upper depot 
the carriers in descending change their 
ice creepers for snow-shoes, and in as- 
cending leave their snow-shoes and sub- 
stitute ic i-creepors. It Is usual for ono of 
the men to^odown to Fabyan's every fort- 
night, so that each one leaves tho station 
only once in six weeks. The rest of tho 
timo they are cooped up in the little 
house, for the ground is so rough and 
the wind is so high and tho cold so sovero 
that they soon lose all deslro for moro ex- 
ercise than they are obliged to tako. 

U may be asked how tho signal men 
pass tho long winter months. In tho 
first place, they take live observations a 
day, three of which aro telegraphed to 
Washington, At tho end of caeh month 
and year tho work has to bo arranged and 
sent to the chief othco at Washington. 
This last duty takes somo time and great 
care. For amusement the men play cards 
for sulphur matches Instead of monoy, 
and various games, such as checkers, etc. 
Private Cahill often enlivens tho liouso 
with the violin, or frightens tho cats by 
sounding tho bugle calls. Tho greatest 
dissipation is to pop corn. 

The first two days wo were on the 
mountain were foggy, but tho beauty of 
the frostwork fully compensated us for 
tho loss of the view. This frostwork ia 
formed by the fog being frozen, and overy 
object exposed to tho weather becomes 
covered with delicate white feathers from 
an inch to a foot long. After long-con- 
tinued fog and cold theso feathers some- 
times grow to enormous size. The tele- 
graph wires look like long lines of fringe, 
only the feathers point toward the wind 
The plain little signal station has the ap- 
pearance of a most beautiful frosted cako. 
Indeed, everything is covered with frost- 
work, so that the mountain, even when 
thero Is no snow, is of a dazzling white- 
ness. 

One may sit at homo and laugh at tho 
cold of Mount Washington, or one may 
go up and down in a thaw and still bo 
skeptical, but let such a person walk 
along the railroad, with tho wiad blowing 
seventy miles an hour and the thermomo- 
ter 20 decrees below zero, and I think 
every doubt will be dispelled. Tho tem- 
perature does not go lower thero than in 
many other places, but tho wlud blows 
with a greater velocity than at any known 
plnces in tho world, and, with a strong 
wind, the cold Is unbearable. A velocity 
of 180 miles an hour has been attained by 
the wind on Mount Washington, whilo at 
Pike's Peak, 8,000 feet higher, tho great- 
est velocity is 100 miles, and in Boston 
forty -five miles is a heavy gala Of courso 
the air has less power as tho density do- 
creases, and it has been estimated 
that four miles at sea level Is 
equal to five at a level of 
8,000 feet. But even with this reduction 
the velocity at Mount Washington is ex- 
traordinary. The cold is so intonso that 
if ono covers every part of his body, loav 
Ing only the eyes exposed, they are soon 
coated with frost which closes tho lids and 
often makes it impossible to see. 

The signal men have had various nar- 
row escapes while carrying tho mails to 
and from the base. On one occasion, 
Private Cahill started down the railroad 
on a sled of his own construction, none of 
the regular sledges having been left at tho 
summit. lie went as far as the place 
called Jacob's Ladder, and there tho 
brakes were found insutllcient to retard a 
velocity of almost a mile a minute, and 
the sled jumped tho track. Cahill was 
shot off on to the rocks below, where ho 
rolled over and over, breaking Ids leg in 
two places and cutting his head severely. 
Here he lav , almost dead from cold and 
loss of blood, until the sergeant, not be- 
ing apprised by telegraph, of his arrival 
below, sent the cook down to see 
what had happened Hergt. Beals 
had ordered the cook to cut tho 
wire and signal to him if Cahill was ser- 
iously hut. The cook did so, and then 
spliced the wire. Tho seargeant knowing 
that a dangerous accident had taken place, 
telegraphed to the base and to Ffibyan'B 
for assistance The trackmen immedi- 
ately went up the railroad with two 
sledges, and, with great difficulty, carried 
the wounded man to the base, where a 
wagon was procured, and he was takon to 
Fabyan's. The unfortunate observer had 
lost his cap in his fall, and to keep his 
bead warm the mail-bag had been put 
over it This, of course, covered tho 
weather-reports in the bag with blood, but 
notwithstanding that, they were sent on 
to Washington, where they are now sa'd 
to be kept as evidence of the trials which 
the observers have to undergo. 

Privnto Cahill, who seems to have aB 
many lives as a eat. recovered and lived 
to be struck by lightning last summer 
while sitting at bis desk in the signal- 
station, lie saw the wires Hash, and 
thought he was to be killed, but, after a 
few seconds, seeing that he was still of 
this world, and remembering his former 
experience, he tried to move. This ho 
could do, and, with the exception of a 
Blight paralysis in one side, which lasted a 
few minutes, he was unhurt. .
